date” and will make this public. 
This announcement was made by 
th# executive committee of the or­ 
ganization here. 
A special committee, headed by Dr. 
T. A. Baker, general superintendent 
of the league, was authorized “care- 
T Uy and impartially to obtain the 
official records, public utterances and 
present attitude of each candidate 
for the information of the constitu­ 
ency of the league.” 
Dr. Baker, when asked whether the 
league expected to question directly 
Senator Harding or Governor Cox, 
replied that was a question for the 
com m ittee to consider. 
The executive committee announced 
th at the league, however, would take 
a direct and certain part in the elec­ 
tion ef members of congress. 
It was 
added that ‘‘tb it policy will he neces­ 
sary as long as advocates of the 
liquor traffic continue their attem pts 
to nullify tho eighteenth amendment.” 
The statem ent said in part: “The 
com mittee emphasizes the fact that 
the prohibition battleground of the 
present campaign is chiefly where it 
baa been since prohibition became a 
national issue. 
Therefore the com­ 
m ittee urges the several state leagues 
Immediately and vigorously to put 
forth the strongest possible effort for 
the election of congressmen and Unit­ 
ed States senators who will stand for 
the maintenance of the Volstead en­ 
forcement code as construed by the 
supreme court.”

Simons, the German foreign secre­ 
tary, speaking before the foreign af­ 
fairs comm ittee of th* reiohstag, de­ 
clared that In the event the entente 
contemplated the dispatch of troops 
through Germany for the aid of Po­ 
land, Germany would vigorously pro­ 
test. Germany, continued Dr. Simons, 
would protect her frontiers against 
the troops of both belligerents, and 
any forces violating the neutrality or­ 
der would be disarmed. 
A note on the attitude of Germany 
in th© Russian-Polish crisis has been 
presented at Paris. The German dec­ 
laration of neutrality in this crisis, 
said the German foreign m inister, 
was proof that the country was at 
peace with both Russia and Poland, 
and could not assist in the plans of 
the allies for the aid of Poland. 
The Polish national council of de­ 
fense has decided to make overtures 
to Moscow for an arm istice at once 
on the Russo-Polish battlefront, said 
a Warsaw dispatch to the Jew ish del­ 
egation that is attending the interna­ 
tional Zionist conference at London. 
It was said that the offer would be

by wireless as the

means of getting it to the attention 
of the soviet government.

“I profoundly appreciate the honor 
none me in tendering this nomination 
and I fully share in the convention’s 
Interest in prohibition as the perma­ 
nent policy of our country and in the 
strict enforcement of the Volstead 
act without any weakening of its pro­ 
visions. I also share the convention’s 
disappointment at the failure of tho 
Democratic and Republican parties to 
pledge th eir candidates to such a pol­ 
icy, but I can not in juctice to the 
Prohibition party, nor to myself, ac­ 
cept the nomination. 
“My connection with other reforms 
would make it impossible for me to 
focus my attention upon the Prohibi­ 
tion question alose, and besides I 
am not willing to sever my connec­ 
tion with the Democratic party, which 
has so signally honored me in years 
past. 
“I have not decided yet how I shall 
vote this fall, but w hatever I may 
feel it my duty to do in this cam­ 
paign, I expect to continue a s a mem­ 
ber of the Democratic party and to 
serve my country through it.” 
Senator Harding's attitude on prohi­ 
bition, as expressed in his speech of 
acceptance at Marion, is “entirely un­ 
satisfactory to the Prohibiten party,” 
Virgil G. Hinshaw, chairm an, of the 
national committee, said. 
“Senator 
Harding will receive no support from 
Prohibitionists, because he did not 
promise to use his veto power over 
any bill repealing the enforcement

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HOW WILSON’S ARTIC LE IO ENTANGLES IN THE AFFAIRS 
OF HALF THE WORLD. 


Since the Versailles Treaty with the Germans 
has 
been 
before the people of this country, much has been said about the 
clause in Washington’* Farewell Address warning us against 
“Entangling Alliances” with foreign nations. 
There is no doubt 
that the “Father of His Country” felt deeply the importance of 
this communication, for he speaks of it as “these counsels of an 
old and affectionate friend.” 
He could scarcely have used more 
tender words. 
We quote pertinent sentences from this address as follows: 
“Against the insidious wiles of foreign influence, I conjure you 
to believe me, fellow citizens, the jealousy of a free people ought 
to be constantly awake.” 
“The great rule of conduct for us, in 
regard to foreign nations, is, in extending our commercial rela­ 
tions, to have with them as little connection as possible. 
Here 
let us stop ” “Why forego the advantage of our detached situa­ 
tion? Why, by interweaving our destiny with any part of Eu­ 
rope, entangle our peace and prosperity in the toils of European 
ambition, rivalry, interest, humor or caprice?” 
The Republican standpoint during the last session of Con­ 
gress, and during the present Presidential campaign, was and is.» 
that Article IO of the League of Nations so “entangles” our • 
relations with Europe that we will not stand for it except as inter­ 
preted by what is known as the 
“Lodge 
Reservations.” 
All 
through the Congressional session, two-thirds of the Republican 
Senators, including Warren G. Harding, stood ready and willing 
to adopt the Treaty and League with these reservations, winch 
it is known would have been acceptable to the other nations con­ 
cerned. but President Wilson held his cohorts in the Senate, like 
a stone wall, against any such concession. 
You may have forgotten what Article IO obligates, so we 
give it here, as follow’s : “The members of the League undertake 
to respect and preserve us aginst external aggression the terri­ 
torial integrity and existing political independence are members of 
the League. 
In case of any such aggression, or in case of any 
threat of danger of such aggression, the Council (of the League) 
shall advise upon the means by which this obligation shall be 
fulfilled.” 
Read that again. Do you not see that if we agree to it that 
it means a great possibility of our being required to send an 
army to Europe to fight for the territorial integrity of any na­ 
tion, or even if such territorial integrity is threatened? We are 
sure the people of this country do not want to do this- 
We are 
sure the mothers, who have young sons, will say God forbid that 
that this shall be required. We have had enough of war. 
Besides, the Constitution of the United States emphatically 
declares that Congress alone has the right to declare war. and 
here would be, (in this Article IO), an obligation to engage in 
war. The Republican Senators said, in the Lodge Reservations, 
we reserve the right to not do this unless authorized by Con­ 
gress. as provided in our national constitution. 
So you see, if this League of Nations 
is to be the main 
issue in this campaign, that the Republican contention that Article 
IO, as held by President Wilson, Governor Cox and the Demo­ 
cratic party, entangles us in the affairs not only of Europe, but 
in the affairs of every nation signatory to the Treaty. Would it 
not be best to take Washington’s advice, and keep out?

cally while the armistice was still under discussion, in answer to ^ l vSenat0r Har(ling’8 b in o u s front 
a definite question ^bv Colonel House, that “if the Germans now' 
sign an armistice under the general conditions we have just de­ 
termined are in our possession, no man has the right to cause 
another drop of blood to be shed.” 
That is surely decided enough- Marshal Foch. the supreme 
military commander and the man who all along has taken the 
sternest attitude toward Germany, bears testimony 
that 
the 
armistice gave him all that he would have expected his aneles 
to win after another series of victories, ending, if we may taKe 
the reply to Lloyd George as an indication of his plans, in driving 
the Germans “back across the Rhine.” 
We know' now too w'hat Marshal Foch’s estimate was- When 
asked how long it would take to drive the Germans back across 
the Rhine, he answered: 
“Maybe four or five months—who 
knows?” That meant that he calculated that there was a lot of 
fight still left in the German army. 
Much has been w'ritten since the armistice about what might 
have happened had the Allied armies pushed on. Their last suc­ 
cesses looked easy, measured on the map, but they 
had .cost 
cruelly in casualties. 
The mothers who got their boys back 
alive and unmaimed will bless him w’ith tears in their eyes. 
It 
would not comfort them now' to know* that 10,000 Germans had 
also been killed as an offset to their own irreparable loss, when 
they also knew' that this latest wholesale sowing of death was 
unnecessary.
